We are sure that 
he does not paint a true picture of the 
American college, and that he injures 
all educational institutions unfairly. 

Exploitation of the public swallower, 
in our opinion, is bad publicity to say 
the least. If by his acts he jeopardized 
only his personal reputation, little else 
but pity could be extended him, but he 
unfairly injures all colleges and collegians 
by setting them up for public ridicule. 

Much time and money is expended in 
the United States annually in securing 
favorable public relations to aid college 
graduates and under-graduates in secur- 
ing places in business, industry, and the 
professions. Such relations are worthwhile 

endeavors and a necessary part of any 
college. 

To all public swallowers and would-be 
swallowers, we ask this question: Is it 
fair and worthwhile to throw away the 
favorable public relations of every col- 
lege for a brief and entirely false impres- 
sion of personal fame?
